We will accept no 
compromise. We have made exceed- 
ingly moderate demands. If the com- 
pany does not. wish to give us our 
rights, they will be responsible for the 
strike. Ifthe demands embodied in 
the bill of grievances are “not acceded to 
at noon on Wednesday, and a strike en- 
sues, our present bill of grievances, 


* asking-for an advance in wages df fif- 


teen per cent., will be withdrawn from 
the consideration of the officials of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
and the original bill of grievances, pre- 
pared one year ago, will be presented as 
our ultimatam.’’ ‘‘What does the orig- 
inal bill of grievauces contain?’’ in- 
quired the reporter. ‘‘It contains the 
section which reads that the universal 
increase of twenty-five per cent. in all 
salaries now paid be granted; that al’ 
‘extra work, including Sunday work, 
shall be paid on the basis of five hours 
for a full working day.”’

disgusting personal favoritism. The 
bids of the respectable printing-offices 
were of course made on the basis of 
putting good work into the pamphlet 
—good book paper, good type, correct 
proof reading, good press-work, good 
binding. The successful bidder,though 
possibly a trifle the lowest, was coolly 
permitted to use a very common qual- 
ity of news print—in short, to turn out 
a “measly,” a beastly, a bastard job, 

and take the Board’s money for his 
libel on the printers’ art.

It is alao shown bythe census of 
1880 that 88,646 Culifornia girls 
(white), between the ages of ten and 
twenty-one, cannot read or write. The 
census also shows that 162,053 Cali- 
fornia women over twenty-one yeurs 
of age cannot read. We suggest to 
the Sacramento newspaper an attentive 
readiug of the story about glass houses 
and stones. —|Loutsville Courier Jour- 
nal. 

The figures.in both cases will bear 
revision. Turning tothe statistics of 
illiteracy in the census of 1880, we find 
the tollowing facts: 

California has, enumerated as 
“white” persons, between the ages of 
ten and fourteen, 821 boys and 696 
girls “unable to write.” Between the 
ages of fifteen and twenty there are 
1221 boys and 727 girls “unable to 
write.” Over the age of twenty-one 
there are 12,615 men and 10,010 
women “unable to write.” The total 
number of ‘‘white’’ persons in Cali- 
fornia,of both sexes and all ages above 
ten years, who cannot write is 26,090. 
This is four and four-tenths per cent. 
of the whole white population of the 
State. \ 

Kentucky has, enumerated as 
“ white” persons, between the ages of 
ten and fourteen, 30,524 boys and 25,- 
034 girls “ unable to write.” Between 
the ages of fifteen and twenty, there 
are 17,954 boys and 16,262 girls ‘ un- 
able to write.” Over the age of 
twenty-one, there are 54,956 men and 
The 
total number of *‘ white” persons in 


Kentucky, of both sexes and all ages 


above ten years, who cannot write, is 
214,497. This is 22 per cent. of the 
whole white population of the State. 

In the Census statistics of illiteracy 
the number of persons of ail ages over 
ten years who can neither 1ead nor 


“write, is not classified by color and 


sex. 


A Practical Lllustration by Peter 
Cooper. 
New York Evening Post.) 

Mr. Cooper was always a careful and 
prudent business man: He was op- 
posed to the methods of many mer- 


chants who launch out in extravagant 


enterprises on borrowed money, for 


which they paid extravagant rates of 
interest. Once, while talking about a 
project with an acquaintance, the lat-, 
ter said he would have to borrow the 
money forsix months, paying interest. 
at three per cent. per month. ‘‘Why 
do you borrow for so short a time?” 


Mr. Cooper asked. ‘Because 
the ‘brokers will not negotiate 
bills for longer,” “Well, if 


you wish,” said Mr. Cooper, “I will 
discount your note at that rate for 
three years.” ‘‘Are you in earnest?” 
asked the would-be borrower. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly I am. _ I will, discount your 
note for $10,000 for three years at that 
rate. Will you doit?” ‘Of course I 
will, said the merchant. ‘Very well,” 
said Mr. Cooper, ‘just sign this note 


for $10,000, payable in three years, 


and give me your check for $800, and 
the. transaction is complete.” 

“But owhere the money 
for me?’ asked the  astonish- 
ed merchant. don’t’ get 
any money,’’ was the reply. ‘* Your 


. interest for thirty-six months, at 3 per 


centum per month, amounts to 108 
per centum, or $10,800; therefore, your 


‘~check for $800 just makes ‘us even.” 


The force of this practical illustration 
of the folly of paying such an exorbi- 
tant price for the use of money was 
such that the merchant determined 


never to borrow at such ruinous rates, 


and he frequently used to say that 


nothing could have so fully convinced 


him as this rather humorous proposal 
by Mr. Cooper.
